CoL Theodore Roooavwlt for aeven 

ye.arM President of tho United Suites. 
Htalesman, soldiur. author, nxtilnror, 
aiKirtamon and red-blooded Amerlciin. 
died auddanlr ot hia homo in Oyster 
Hay, ifondor morning at 4:li o'clw^k. 
Although he had baim 111 for anverol 
months and hod been under treatioont 
at a New York hoapltal, his family, his 
friends and the oountrjr ware entirely 
unprepared for bis sudden passing, for 
within thn last few days there hod 
Hi.iTi nil iiiiiicaiinnn that tbe end was 
an near. Death was due, ooeordlng to 
hia physicians, to o blood olot on the 
lung, which was due Indirectly to an at 
tac-k I't Inflammatory rheumatiam and 
to a feTer whleh he contraeted ilurlng 
lUa iuurney ot exploration in South 
.\mariOMl,'^W>feloa. ' Tut out the light 
lileaae,*',*^ hia UMt words and theao 
were uttered to his fklthful nuRro hit- 
\-iiTil, .Inrieph Ainoe, who later iinled the 
heavy breathing of the former I'resl- 
dent and aunuooned aaaiatMoa. When 
.Mrs. Rnooevelt, the nar«a and the fkm- 
lly phyalelan arrived at the badalde^ 
life waa extlm I. The funt»ral waa held 
Wedneaday afternoon at tho Dyatar 
Bay home and ot Iha Cbrlat Bplaoopol 
church In tliot Tlllaga. Both funeral

WRITES PROM FLANDERS 

Flandera ta Belgium. 
Deeember t. 1918. 

Mrs. LIrite SkriKKa, 

Tirryville, Kentucky. 
My Dear Sister:—! will tell you 
something about my work. Nursing 
among the wounded haO been very In- 
tereatinc for we knew that we were 
caring for the hrave boys who were 
nghting for home and counlr:' When 
we antar the hospital to perform our 
day'a work wa are greeted with a amllo 
nnd happy "good morning" from the 
sick In bed. We begin our daily work. 
Huch OS dressing tbe wounds, giving 
the medicine to rallava pain, making 
them comfortable, -taking the tampera- 
III res and seeing the hungry are fed. 
We can work for hours without feolliig 
tired for we know we ara making oth- 
ers happy. 

I hove seen very taw boys dia for 
the di>nth rate Is small after they roach 
the hiispital. Though when I goxa Up- 



i ilile li.irruire was ffolng on at our iftft 
all night, with Intermittent bombard/- 
Ing over «m ot tbe some thne. WeU. w^ 
waited and shivered and shivered and 
waited. It was miserable. As dawn was 
hreakinB, ainoke ahell.s began to burst 
over US, and "No Man's Land" and our 
niiiohtne gun barrage opened up. I 
could see men running down another 
trench, with haynni'ts llxnd. hopping 
"over the inp" and di.s.ipiii-iiriiiif in the 
mist, i woa quite excited as we wait- 
ed our turn. Soon our company com- 
mander aaid, " All right boys, let's go! 
;ind "Ovr The Top" we streamed. In 
Uiii iiieanllrno the noise was deafening, 
big shells cracking here and there, the 
continuous " pup, pup, pup" of tba 
machine guns, bullets whistling over 
utt, around us. between us. and Lord 
knows where nol. Wo had'nt none far 
until the walking wounded started to 
come bock. I did^Qt w^t to look ot 
them rauoh. 

Do you know, mother dearest I did 
not aes a alngle man afraid, not one. 
"Jerry" had blown up one of our pon- 
toona hrldgea (we tiad to croaa o 
swamp) and this necessltoted more 
troops going over fewer pontoona, 
conaeauently our progress was slowed 
up. and now and then we would halt. 
At aui'h limea we roUod olgorotta and 
amoked. I i;iiesa I smolnd ft-holf o doz- 
en clcarettes before we got ocross tbe 
marsh. I don't know what it is, but ona 
loses all fear, and while cautious, he 
doesa't tliink he will be killed. After 
we got aciiiia the swamp wo lined up, 
and at a signal all started forward. 
One could hear the Jerry machine 
guna lined up before him "pup, pup- 
ping" oway, but wa just plowed on. 
The sun did'nt break thru the mist 
and smoke Ontll about eleven o'clock, 
oad In tha meantime we had advanced 
several kilometers thru everything 
and in the meontlma, we had advanced 
,lerry would throw at us, 1 waa In the 
ascend wave, a couple ot hundred 
yards behind the first; ond avary ones 
in awhile a band ot Huns would break 
thru the mbit, hands up, and one or 
two of our men would taka back a 
batch of fifty or a hundred. About 
noon we were on a high hllL and then' 
some of our big shells started to ton 
short between ua and the first wave. 
There wi.- were, the Huna machine 
guna turned on us and our own pow- 
erful shells stopping our advonoe. Bv- 
to think that our ortlllery out us off 
erything hod gone fine ao far, but now 
from our flmt wove made me so sick 
at heart tltat I guess I could have 
cried. Up went our algnals and soon 
our artillery ceased flrlng, then we ad- 
vanced again. On we went until we 
reached our present position where 
we have been tor, some days. In tiie 
"stunt" I got a tlttie "tear gaa" in my 
eyes, which made them smart and left 
me a alight headache for several hours. 
This gaa leaves no bad effects, how- 
ever. It Just bothers one al the lime. 
At the finish every ono was pretty 
near fagged out. It is a tiresome Job. 

The next day we flocked into a town 
Jerry had .\,u'uaii'd and ransacked 
the place. He had left coffee, tea. bread 
meat and o million odds ond ends, live 
rabbits and ohickena Included. Believe 
me we ate. They had built concrete 
houses and li.ui planted gardens, let- 
tuce, etc. The Hun has been "strafing" 
us with ga.s, high explosives and over- 
head sharpnel ever since we have been 
here. Thia kind of work geta on one"a 
nerves after awhile. 

Well, mother dearest, tha things 
which have tmprassod mo most In thla 
drive aro the greatness of Ood the 
bravery of our men, and the scarcity 
of casualties. How we ever waded thru 
that machine gun fire with so few loss 
es Is simply a miracle. The fact that 
our men went' thru that same thing 
smoking, laughing how and then at 
something funny which would turn up, 
seems almost as great. 

Yes, mother, (!od Is good and I thank 
Him for Hia guidance nnd for the 
strength of heart and body which He 
haa given me. 

Well, good bye 'till nest tlma.
